The care* in staging was under- 
standable. Bill Clinton ran no small

the rooAop of the Embassy in Saigon 
~nraTicncbpterrThe-image-is-vividin- 
the nation’s collective memory. The 
emotions that flowed from an unpop- 
ular and failed mission arc still raw. 

■■' "" Clinton himself chose sides in the 
late 19C0s. He evaded the droA, as 
did many of his contemporaries. So, 
his decision to establish normal rela- 
■ tions with a once bitter adversary 
was sure to stir the other side. And it 
did. Sellout,' they cried. 

Sen. Bob Dole, the leading con- 
tender for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, argued that it was “a 
strategic, diplomatic and moral mis- 
take to grant Vietnam the stamp of 
approvol from the U.S. government.” 
Stamp of approval? Hardly. Dole 
himself championed administrotions 
that exchanged ambassadors with 
brutal regimcs in' the' Soviet Union 
and China. 

If presidential polities explains the 
: Dole view, it did not drive other crit- 
: ics. Many believe Vietnam has not 
been forthcoming in providing infor- 
' motion about American servicemen 
missing in action Aom the war. In 
truth, Vietnam has been increasingly 


cooperative. 

The MIA issue deserves some per- 
spective. The American missing in ac- 
tion from the Korean War totals 8,170. 
From World War II, the number is al- 
most 79,000. According to' the Pen-, 
tagon, 2,002 U.S. servicemen remain 
missing in Southeast Asia. Of those, 
just 55 are known to have been seen 

alive in captivity at some time. 

As painful as the past has been, all 
told, 58,000 Amcricans-died in Viet- 
-nam, it is also true that much has 
changed over two decades. 

Vietnam has begun a transforma- 
tion. Market principles increasingly 
drivc'its economy. As a society, it 
has become more open. In a compet- 
-itivcrglobal-markctplacer-American — 
companies have pushed to gain fuller 
access to Viemam and its 73 million, 
people. The country is rich in oil. 
Estimate.s.are it will spend S7 billion 
over the next seven years on roads, 
ports and communications. 

Beyond commerce, the move to 
extend full diplomatic relations 
mokes sense. President Clinton put it 
eloquently: “I strongly believe that 
engaging the Vietnamese on the 
broad front of economic reform and 
the broad front of democratic reform 
will help to honor the sacrifice of 
those who fought for freedom’s^ sake 
in Vietnam." ^ i - 

The president is at his best when 
he purposefully seeks common 
ground. That is what he has done in 
reaching out to Vietnam. If the Re- , 
publicans and Democrats who stood 
with him at the White House this 
week provided political cover, they 
also joined his call for Americans to 
bind their wounds and look to the 
rich possibilities ahead<

The 
nation has spent S5.4 trillion on welfare 
since 1965. 

Welfare costs the nation almost os much 
as all levels of government spend on ele- 
mentary, high school and college educotion. 
The welfare bill is expected to reach S55 1 .7 
billion by 2000. 

What wc have gotten for the money is es- 
sentially what wchave paid for: an enor- 
mous increase in single-parent fomilies, 
children bom out of wedlock, generations 
of women locked into poverty, public hous- 
ing ghettos, uncnmloynblc people, apathy 
and a spectrum of social problems. 

Of course there arc some successes. 
Countless people have used welfare os it 
was intended - as a safety not, as a hand up 
instead of a handout, os a bridge over the 
trouble of a divorce, a desertion, a lost job, 
a dysfunctional childhood, illness, devastat- 
ing bad luck. 

But welfare has also poid for - and there- 
fore "enabled." in cunxint psycnoiogicat 
terms - a growing amount of social and 
family dysfunction. The government has 
become, in a sense, the co>dependent-of 
America's most dependent people.

NUEVO LAREDO. Mexico (AP) 
— TTic man in mirrored sunglasses 
accosts American tourists along this 
border city's main strip, where mari- 
achi music blares from bars and vir- 
tually every other storefront is a 
•pharmacy or doctor’s office. Do 
they want some Valium? How about 
diet pills? 

Cocaine and marijuana aren't the 
only drugs crossing into the United 
States from Mexico. Tourists also 
take back a cornucopia of “legal” 
drugs, complete with prescriptions 
signed by workers at Mexican med- 
ical ofnccs where physicians ore sel- 
dom seen. 

Some Americans arc drawn by 
cheap medicine prices in Mexico. 
Others come because they can get 
legal drugs that a U.S. doctor might 
not be willing to prescribe. 

“You want to sec a doctor, lady?" 
asks a ipan who calls himself 
Carlos. “There is a good one at the 
comer, «or if you no like, there is 
another by the plaza or around the 
block, 'fhcre are many; Which one 
you want? You can have anything.” 

There is a Carlos on every block. 
When they sec a non-Mexican, they 
pounce and follow for blocks. They 
say they ore hired.by doctors to lure 
tourists into their offices.

TOKYO (AP) — Police re-airest- 
ed the leader of a doomsday cult 
and 1 1 of his lieutenants Sunday for 
a 1994 nerve gas attack that long 
bailed investigators. 

The members of the Aum Shinri 
Kyo (Supreme Truth) eult were 
already in custody in connection 
with the March 20 nerve gas attack 
on the Tokyo subway that killed 12 
people and sickened thousands. 

By re-orrestihg them, police were 
serving official notice that they are 
under suspicion in the release of 
nerve gos in Motsumoto, central 


Japan, that killed seven people and 
sickened 155 on June 27, 1994. The 
next step would be the filing of for- 
mal charges by prosecutors.- •

Relevance important in teaching adults to read

BURLEY - People who f^e trou- 
blc reading need n ot feel alone. 

unC'ialour aouliTtinhis country 
reads and writes below a sixth-grade 
level, according to the U.S. 
Dcfiartmeni of Education's 1993 
National Adult Literacy Survey. 

The majority of those who didn^ 
learn to read as child^n can do so is 
adults without professTonat help, said 
Thereso Sweeney of the Woshingion. 
D.C., affiliate of Literacy Volunteers 
of America. 

Most people who don't Icom to 
read in school simply have a learning. 


si^rle that wasn’t catered to, Sweeney 
said. 

Most teachers expect students to 
leonrio read using only one sense - 
sight. Insiruction is "mostly in text 
and the only interaction is to say, 
‘Read this and fiU iri these answers on 
this workshcM,”’ she soid. 

Sweeney said a better approach is to 
use a variety of icoching methods - 
-blocks with letters on them thot chil- 
dren con feci, discussion of stories, 
ond computer software thot presents 
information visually and in text. 

Reading lessons should be inlcrac- 
tivc. 

“You retain 20 percent of whot yoit 
sec, 40 percent of whot you sec ond 


hear, and 80 percent of whot you do,' 
she said. 

Sweeney said the fourth and eighth 
grades are critical. 

By the fourth grade, teachers expect 
stiTdents to have mastered reading ond~ 
to start using the skill to study other 
subjects. 

So if a child isn’t learning the fun- 
damentals of reading in the first' 
through third grades, the parents 
should see thot their child’s teaming 
style gets covered, she said. 

The eighth grade sees another big 
jump in difficulty, so students who got 
help in grade school will need it agoin 
then. 

Learning to read as a child is best 


because, "children absorb information 
like sponges." 

But odults have some advantages 
too. Sweeneysaid. 

“One thing adults have over children 
"inire ctf^Yhcc'aih'U’knbwied^eTlnsy” 
can relate information to,” she said. 

Adults con and should be taught to 
read using materials that are relevant 
to them, such os lessons on how to fill 
out a job opplicaiion, Sweeney said.

Environmentalists worry over growing bear gall bladder trade 


VANCOUVER. British Columbio 
(AP) — In Vancouver, conservation 
officers swoop down on five 
Chinotown businesses after an under- 
. cover officer arranged the purchase of 
dozens ofbear gall bladders. 

In Grand Beach, Manitoba, two 
bears are mutilated and left to rot os 
their cubs look on helplessly from 
nearby trees. 

These two incidents on the same 
day last week illustrate a brutal and 
growing illegal trade in bcor parts 
across Canada (hat is worrying enyi^ 
ronmcntolists and provincial wildlife 
officials. 

“It’s getting worse becouse the 
prices are going up," said Colin 
Maxwell, a vice president with the 
Canadian •WtIdlifc-Fcdcraiion.'“It' 
not uncommon for 0 bear gall btodder 


to be sold in Asia for SI 0.000, 
$l2.000or$I5,000. 

"It’s big business." 

The gall bladders — used'in tradi- 
tional Chinese medicines — arc 
ouncc-for-ounce many limes more 
valuable than gold or heroin. Bear 
paws arc also sought for decorative 
use in Asian cuisine. ' 

More and more Canadian bears — 
thousands every year — ore being 
poached for their gall bladders and 
paws os the animals become increas- 
ingly scarce in Asia. 

Bears are hunted illegally, often by 
organized rings, ond sold on the black 
market fora few hundred dollars each. 
Middle men then export them to Asia 
along with parts from Pther species 
I'formcdicinolrfashion’oroiher" 
puiposcs. 


“Our bear populations arc still pret- 
ty healthy," Moxwell said. "But the 
market is- going to dictate that more 
and more of our wildlife will b 9 killed 
— and that’s a very sad situation." 

Some provinces have set up special 
investigation units like the one 
involved in the* Vancouver bust and 
almost all provinces now have poach- 
ing hotlines. 

But conservationists say provincial 
manpower assigned to poaching is 
still woefully inadequate. 

Only three provinces and one ter- 
ritory — British Columbia, Ontario. 
New Brunswick and the Yukon — 
have prohibited the sale ofbear 
parts. 

Public awareness of the problem 
is an csscnriaj clcmcnrin preventing" 
poaching of wildlife given the enor- 


mous stretches of wilderness 
involved, provincial officials say. 

And poaching hotlines — which 
citizens can coll to report incidents 
of poaching or suspicions — ore 
among the most important tools in 
fighting the problem. 

“Our studies show that the hotline 
is four times more efficient in find- 
ing poachers than tradilionol meth- 
ods such as spot inspections," said 
Remi Dumas, manager of Quebec’s 
24-hour anti-poaching line. 

"It’s easy to understand: If I give 
you.a map and show you where 
there are strawberries you'll come 
home with a big basket full." he 
said.

Everybody docs it. 

It's the irritating yin and yong of 
daily living. 

"TitSi — To itch isio'scratch. To stop itch-' 
ing is divine.. 

In. reality no one thinks much 
about itching until it becomes a 
problem from dry skin, poison ivy. 
an allergic reaction or -some other 
more .serious illness. 

There’s also a psychological com- 
ponent to itching. Just thinking 
about itching can moke you itch. 

See? 

OK, now, stop scratching and read 
on to find out why we itch and how 
to stop that itch. or. at least, to slop 
scratching the itch. 

In the world of -scientific study, 
itching is not high on the list, said 
- Robert LaMotte, a Yale University 
’neuroscientist who actually docs 
- study itching, among other things. 

LaMotte said there ore two sets of 
receptors that reside on our skin’s 
nerve endings. Called nociceptors,

These arc exempt from 
calculations u$^ to determine whm a couple's assets arc modest enough to 
make the Institutional spouse eligible for medicaid assistance. 

‘ The government looks at the coupIc'S’ resources (assets) on the day 
one spouse enters a nursing home. Calculations are then made on how 
r^ch of these n on-exempt assets must be spent down before the

SEATT1,E (AP) — More than a 
hundred years ago, Joseph Hubertus 
Pilaics, a German lad, took s^ock of 
himself. He did not approve. He was 
skinny and bowlcggcd. He had rick- 
ets and asthma. A mess. 

He decided to do something about 
it and designed a system- of exercis- 
es which he later called 
“C ontrolo gy.”

~Surc enough, before long be was 
fit. He took up boxing, gymnastics, 
skiing and diving and became a cir- 
cus tumbler. He described his sys- 
tem of Conlrology as' “complete 
control of body, mind and spirit.” 

He himself became its best adver- 
tisement. When he died in 1967 he 
was 87 years old. ^ 

“When I'm dead,” Pilates had 
prophesied, “They’ll say ‘He was 
right.’ I'm 50 years ahead of my 
time.”

PHILADELPHIA — When a 
radiologist recommended that 
Mary Sheehan have a bone min- 
eral density test for osteoporosis, 
her reaction was typical; 

“Wliflt's a bone mineral density 
test?" 

Sheehan, a nurse, was familiar 
with the effects of osteoporosis, 
the progressive, bone-thinning 
disorder that afflicts millions of 
postmenopausal women. She has 
taken care of elderly women hos- 
pitalized with crippling hip frac- 
tures and watched her own '77- 
ycar-oI{l mother become frail and 
stooped.* 

But like most women, Sheehan 
didn't realize that a safe, quick, 
accurate test for diognosing 
osteoporosis was becoming wide- 
ly available.
